The bonds of friendship, 
he continued, would endure forever 
independent of treaties. 
The dinner, the concluding func­ 
tion in honor of Dr. Prestes’ visit, 
was given by Brazilian Ambassador 
Do Amaral, at the 
Pan-American 
Union. 
The exercises were broad­ 
cast throughout North and South 
America by the National Broadcast­ 
ing Company .

The celebratio n o f the birth o f the 
American flag has a v ery definite v alue

po se o f the o ccasio n. 
True patrio tism is no t a mere transient 
emo tio n. 
It is a fine sentiment o f co n­ 
tinuing lo y alty and fidelity to high na­ 
tio nal ideals. 
And it is mo st securely es­ 
tablished in o ne’s heart when it is intelli­ 
gently based upo n a kno wledge o f the 
co untry ’s histo ry , its traditio ns, and its 
ex alted aspiratio ns. 
“ He can lo v e his 
co untry but little who kno ws but little o f 
her sto ry .” 
Marching 
so ldiers 
mo v ing to battle, 
marital music and the glamo ur o f war, 
awake their o wn fire and zeal. 
But o ur 
co untry ’s need o f patrio tic enthusiasm 
and intelligent lo y alty is an ev er-present 
o ne. It is peculiarly a need o f peace.

A BRITISH WELCOME 
When the British 
co nsular 
o ffice in 
New Yo rk returns a passpo rt with o fficial 
v isa to an American go ing to Great Brit­ 
ain, it presents a “ springtime welco me” 
card in behalf o f the Trav el Asso ciatio n 
o f Great Britain and Ireland. 
The card 
reads: 
“ It is springtime in the British Isles. 
There are no day s so enchanting in these 
isles. 
The co untry side puts o n its spring 
ro be o f so v iv id a green as almo st to 
startle unaccusto med ey es, and the trees 
are o pening their first tender leav es, while 
in wo o dland, hedgero w and garden the 
flo wers greet the returning sun. 
Prim­ 
ro ses and daffo dils star the landscape, 
bluebells carpet the wo o ds with a mist o f 
lo v eliness, while the full glo ry o f early 
summer is unfo lding. The dawn is herald­ 
ed by a cho rus o f so ngbirds and the 
nightingale is preparing his heart-stirring 
so ng.” 
Very nice, but the co nsular o fficer is 
no t remitting the v isa fee o f two guineas 
o r ten do llars. 
The greater the number 
o f “ springtime welco me” cards the great­ 
er the number o f two guinea fees. Since 
“ sev eral 
hundred 
tho usands” 
o f these 
cards hav e been distributed, it stands to 
reaso n that just twice as many guineas, o r 
ten times as many do llars, hav e been ac­ 
cepted. It do es seem inco ngruo us to take 
the mo ney and present the “ welco me^ 
cards. The British sense o f humo r sees 
no thing amusing in this, and the av erage 
American trav eler’s v anity is pro bably 
tickled when he finds the “ welco me” card 
attached to his passpo rt. 
If the giv ing o f a “ welco me” card with 
ev ery two guinea v isa fee is go o d busi­ 
ness fo r the British, the like of it o ught 
to be go o d business fo r the French, the 
Belgians and 
o ther 
Euro peans 
who se 
co untries flo urish o n the American to ur­ 
ist trade. 
There is no harm in the “ wel­ 
co me” card idea, but the charging o f a 
stiff v isa fee can no t be interpreted as a 
co rdial welco me.

MORE NEW SHIPS 


Tro m Hannibal Co urier-Po Ft. 
Here is still mo re go o d news fo r tho se 
who b e l i e v e in a big United States mer­ 
chant marine, and this includes abo ut 
ninety -eight per cent o f the citizens o f the 
United States. 
The United States lines 


r e c e n t l y signed a co ntract with the New 
Yci k Shipbuilding Co mpany fo r the build­ 
ing 
of two great liners, the largest ev er 
built in America. 
They will beco me a 
part o f the United States merchant ma- 


line. 
The two great v essels will be o f 
thii’ty tho usand to ns each and they will 
co st $2 1,000,000. 
They 
will 
be “ laid 
do wn” 
immediately , 
which means that 
co nstructio n will start at o nce. 
The two liners will be mo deled after 
the great Lev iathan but will be ev en mo re 
lux urio usly equipped. 
They will be 705 
feet lo ng, with an eighty -six fo o t beam 
and each will hav e acco mmo datio ns fo r 
1,3 00 passengers. 
The co nstructio n o f o ther great liners 
is to fo llo w' and o ther ships are to be built 
fo r the trade 
with 
Euro pe, 
with the 
Orient and with So uth America. 
It has 
been a lo ng time since the United States 
had a merchant marine o f which it co uld 
justly be pro ud, but the day is at hand 
again. 
In the 
go o d 
o ld 
day s o f the 
Yankee clipper ships American shipping 
co uld be seen all o v er the wo rld, but with 
the dev elo pment o f the steamship and the 
co ming o f the w'ar between the states o ur 
shipping began to lag. 
After the civ il 
war was o v er o ur merchant marine had 
practically disappeared and the greater 
part o f the o cean carry ing trade had been 
seized by Great Britain. 
Attempts were 
made to rev iv e the American merchant 
marine fro m time to time but these were 
all in v ain. 
But the wo rld war taught 
us a lesso n as to the v alue o f a merchant 
marine and it was a co stly lesso n. 
With 
the clo se o f the war there was danger that 
we might again lo se interest in o ur mer­ 
chant marine, 
but pride 
and 
natio nal 
safety and self interest hav e wo n o ut 
o v er fo reign 
pro paganda 
and 
w^e are 
again abo ut to take o ur rightful place o n 
the seas. 
And 
ev ery 
true 
American 
thereby has cause o f rejo icing. 
The im­ 
po rtance o f this fact canno t be o v eresti­ 
mated.

Spanish administrato r was ev er mo re ad­ 
dicted to the manana do ctrine than the 
United States has been in this matter. 
This y ear there has been mo re talk 
abo ut Philippine independence. 
But let 
no o ne delude himself with the idea that 
it is based upo n any sudden burst o f sy m­ 
pathy fo r the “ little bro wn bro ther.” 
Philippine sugar no w co mes into the 
United States duty free. 
If the Philip­ 
pines are freed it wo uld hav e to pay a 
duty . 
Hence the sudden co nv ersio n o f 
American tariff bo o sters to the cause o f 
independence. 
Their plea fo r the fulfillment o f this 
lo ng-deferred o bligatio n is just brimming 
o v er with sweetness and light, especially 
sweetness. 
Sugar is no t mentio ned in the co mmit­ 
tee repo rt, but it do ubtless had its influ­ 
ence. 
The repo rt po ints o ut that since 
the United States 
in 
the 
Washingto n 
treaty in 19 2 2 agreed no t to fo rtify the 
Philippines, there is no merit in keeping 
them as a defensiv e o utpo st. 
Which is 
perfectly true. 
Mo st 
Filipino s 
want 
independence. 
They may get it so o ner than they had 
ho ped, thanks to American tariff hy pro - 
crisy .

Keplanting has been quite common 
owing to extra early planting, poor 
seed, moles, cutworms and activ ity 
of birds. Cultiv ation has been good 
and most corn is clean. 
Oats prospect is 74 per cent nor­ 
mal, against 77 per cent last year, 
on 
an 
increased 
acreage. 
Season 
has commonly been against straw 
growth and oats mostly thin. Cen­ 
tral counties are poor, with north- 
we.st good. 
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The June condition of wheat in 
Pettis county is 67 per cent normal, 
as returned by farmers. Along with 
other farm 
prospects this month, 
their summaries show oats as 70 
per cent; tam e hay, 66 per cent; 
mixed clov er and timothy, 69 per 
cent; pastures, 75 per cent; apples, 
56 per cent; corn condition, 9 0 per 
cent; corn stands, 84 per cent and 
potatoes, 9 0 per cent June normal. 
Missouri farmers hav e commonly 
had a good spring for preparation 
of fields and planting spring crops. 
W eather has been mostly too cool 
for best plant growth and moisture 
has been deficient. 
W inter v rheat condition is 71 per 
cent normal, indicating a yield of 
13.0 bushels per acre, or 19 ,500,000 
bushels from 1,500,000 acres for har­ 
v est, campared witht 10 bushels per 
acre on 1,720,000 acres yielding 17,- 
200.000 bushels last year (19 29 ) ac­ 
cording to A. E. Logan of the Unit­ 
ed 
States Bureau of Agricultural 
Economics and Jewel Mayes of the 
Missouri State Board of Agriculture. 
While cool, sunshiny May weather 
was fav orable to wheat generally, 
some sections needed moisture, par­ 
ticularly in central 
and 
eastern 
counties. Straw is short, but heads 
are reported as hav ing filled nicely. 
H arv est will be somew^hat earlier 
than last year. 
Barley and rye promise around 
the same yield per acre as last year, 
with rye prospect for 240,000 bush­ 
els against 200,000 last year. 
Tame hay is 67 per cent normal, 
compared to 85 per cent last year. 
Prairie hay is 76 per cent against 
89 per cent; 
alfalfa 80 per cent 
against 84 per cent; mired clov er 
and timothy, 67 per cent against 
86 per cent; and pastures only 74 
per cent against 9 0 per cent last 
year. Hay production will be less 
than in 19 29 . 
Apples are S8 per cent, and less 
than bloom promised in spring, as 
compared to 65 per cent normal last 
June. Pears are 30 per cent against 
60 per cent last year, and produc­ 
tion is 165,000 bushels against 445,- 
000 bushels last year. 
Only 49 per cent of farm hens 
were laying on June 1 against 60 
per cent last June, and young chicks 
hatched to date are around 20 to 25 
per cent fewer than last year. 
Ev en with the unfav orable dairy 
situation, farmers are milking only 
slightly fewer cows than last year, 
and production per cow runs close 
to June, 19 29 , but milk flow^ will cut 
off rapidly, unless better pastures 
come quickly. Reduction is apparent 
In number of heifers for milk and 
from culling out poor cows. 
Com prospect is much better than 
June 19 29 , as practically all of the 
crop has been planted, compared to 
only 53 per cent on the first of 
June, 19 29 , with stand of 82 per 
cent normal and condition of 82 per

in American import duties. These 
advances, it was asserted, would 
not help the United States in dis­ 
posing of the big domestic surplus 
of wheat.
